. AS a compromise, they suggested 
one phrase‘as the sole inscription: 

The fact 
is that they are really more inter- 
ested in having circulating ice wa- 
ter available in the structure and 
in soundproof construction of their 
future court rooms. They went on 
record as opposed to the. elimina- 
tion of ice water and the spund- 
prrvfing, which are among the 
items eliminated by the Memorial 
Pluia Commission to bring cost of 
the courthouse within the avail- 
able fund. 

The -ubjects were brought up at 
a general term meeting of the 
Judges. today and a committee 
was instructed to urge the com- 
mission to restore the ice water 
and the soundproofing.

The will of Festus J. Wade, 
founder and president of the Mer- 
cantile Trust, who died last Wed- 
nesday, was filed today in Probate 
Court, disposing of an estate esti- 
mated to be worth approximately 
$750,000. Members of Mr. Wade's 
family are the only beneficiaries. 

“T leave nothing to charity or 
philanthropy in this my will,” the 
testator wrote, “because for the 
past 40 years I have distribut:d 
more than 10 per cent of my in- 


cgme for cnaritable and philan- 
thropic parposes.”’ 

No mention is made in the docu- 
ment of ap insurance trust created 
by Mr. Wade for the benefit of 
his family. The amount of this 
trust is about $600,000 and is in ad- 
dition to the estate disposed of by 
will. This trust will continue dur- 
ing the life of Mr. Wade’s widow, 
Mrs. Kate V. Wade, after which the 
principal, it is said, will go.to the 
surviving members of her family 
or their heirs. + 

Divided Into Five Portions. 
The will divides the estate into 
five parts among Mr. Wade's wid- 
ow, three daughters—Mrs. Stella 
Wade Warren, Mrs. Marie Louise 
Thomas and Miss Florence J. Wade 
—and a son, Festus J. Wade Jr. 
The interests going to the widow 
and daughter Florence are held 
in trust for their benefit during 
their lives. f 
The Mercantile Trust Co. is 
named as executor and trustee in 
a clause which says: “I have had 
opportunity, over a period of years, 
to know the manner in which the 
Mercantile Trust Co. manages es- 
tates and trusts for others. I have 
full confidence in the capacify and 
integrity of the company to man- 
age my estate judiciously and cap- 
ably after my death. It is for 
that reason I have named the 
Mercantile Trust Co. as my sole 
executor and trustee. I recom- 
mend that my wife and children 
defer to its judgment in all mat- 
ters connected with the adminis- 
tration of’ my estate.” 

The will was executed last Aug. 


Mrs. Wade is to have permission 
to occupy the family residence 
without any obligation to pay rent 
but she is to pay the costs of main- 
tenance of the home. The reéesi- 
dence and its contents, with the ex- 
ception of books constituting the 
testator’s library, are left in trust 
with the Mercantile Co. This trust 
was created to preserve a home for 
Mrs. Wade, the will states. If sh: 

¢2sires to change her residence, the 
epee ns is directed to sell the house 
and contents and distribute the 
.roeceds equally among the five 
heirs; saviled. however, that the 
proceeds intended for Mrs, Wade 
and Miss Florence Wade shall be 
held in trust for their. benefit. 

Termination of Trusts. 

Upon the death of Mrs. Wade 
the trust created for her terminates 
and the principal is to be divided 
among her daughters and son or 
their heirs. Likewise, the trust cre- 

ated for-Miss Florence Wade also 
ceases on her death, and if she 
should leave no descendants her 
share. is to be divided abong the 
other heirs. The income to be,paid 
the daughter, Florence, “shall be 
free from control of any. husband 
she may have,” the will provide’ 

While -there was official 
mate of the value of Mr. Wade's 
estate, other than life insurance. 
the estimate, previously mentioned. 
was given’ by a financial associme. 


was not a wealthy man in compari- 
son with other men of his standing 
in the community, he had created 
great wealth for gthers.

Miss Julia A. Reynolds, daughter 
of the late George D. Reynolds, 
Presiding Judge of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals, shot and killed 
herself in the bathroom of her 
home at 5838 Waterman avenue at 
6715 a. m. today. 

Three years ago Miss Reynolds 
suffered a nervous breakdown, ac- 
cording to friends, and since that 
time she had been under the care 
of a physician.

However it increased distress for 
the stricken families, yesterday 
afternoon's incessant, chilling rain 
relieved the tornado sufferers of 
many sightseers. Not that there 
were no sightseers. Thousands of 
them. But thousands of others 


who would have flocked into the 
250 square blocks and trieaz to 
find a way through the littered 
streets had the day been clear 
were kept away by the unfavorable 
weather. 

Thus necessary relief, Which, it 
was feared, would be almost im- 
possible moved forward throughout 
the day with celerity. 

Preparations for handling great 
masses had been made. Traffic 
squads thad been assigned to every 
street intersection in the district. 
Every member of the. Police De- 
partment’s experienced traffic di- 
vision was on duty. For each, two, 
three, four, aS many as six 4as- 
sistants had .beé® provided—Boy 
Scouts, members of the American 
Legion, militiamen and regulars 
from Jefferson Barracks. 

Sightseers Delay Street Cars. 

It appeared early in the day 
that all would be needed. The in- 
flux of the curious began as early 
as 8 o’clock and gringing sears 
of thousands of automobiles be- 
came the keynote of the Sabbath 
morning. At 10 o’clock street car 
service, restored with difficulty by 
unceasing work since the storm 
struck, again was suspended. 
Automobiles blocked.the tracks. 

The Olive street lines were freed 
by a police order shutting off all 
traffic at Vandeventer avente on 
the east and Boyle avenue on the 
west. No such measures were pos- 
sible on Grand avenue and 
throughout the day, even during 
the rain, that street afforded no 
-speed more than one or two miles 
an hour for either street cars or 
automobiles. 

Automobile drivers who may 
have thought that their private 
transportation would take them to 
the spots they had picked for the 
most satisfactory sight-seeing were 
baiked by a regulation of no left 
turns at any corner. and right 
turns at very few, Traffic was 
kept moving in straight lines. 
Whenever a street became blocked. 
the traffic directors weeded it out 
by compelling drivers to turn, into 
side streets and keep going straight 
ahead. Thus many cars found 
themselves speedily outside the 
storm area and few had the hard- 
dihood to try again to enter it.

TO RELIEVE MILITIA 


Needed Primarily to Direct 
Traffic and to Guard the 
Wrecked Area—Will Be 
Paid $4.50 a Day.

At a special meeting of the Po- 
Nee Board Saturday it was decided 
to employ 500 men for emergency 
police duties to relieve the national 
guardsmen now serving. The spe- 
cial policemen will be paid $453 a 
day, Mayor Miller and Comptrol- 
ler Nolte having met w'th Police 
Commissioners today and agreed to 
appropriate $80,000 of the city’s 
funds for this purpose. They will 
be uniformed and armed from the 
regular funds of the Police Depart- 
ment. 

More than 2000 applied yester- 
day in response to newspaper ad- 
vertisements in the Sunday papcrs. 
Today there were about 350 on 
hand at 9 o'clock when the exami- 
nation began, and more trickled in 
during the day. 

Preference was given to those 
who had former military experi- 
ence, but some desirable applicants 
without it were favorably consid- 
ered. The men accepted must be 
between the ages of 25 and 45 and 
more than 5 feet 8 inches tall. 
Many were rejected on sight for 
physical deficiency. 

A former deputy sheriff from 
Franklin County, IIL, was rejected. 
A former marine, who looked ,old- 
er, but who insisted his age was 
22—he was given two opportuni- 
ties to revise the figure—also was 
turned down.

times clogged. Traffic officers noted 
licenses from states as far distant 
as Ohio. There were many In- 
diana cars and, of course, thou- 
sands from Illinois and rural Mis- 
souri. Pedestrians milled about 
the area all day. It appeared that 
if everyone. who came to look had 
left a dollar for relief, the $500,- 
000 fund would ave been. over- 
subscribed by nightfall. . 

Wet Weather Adds to Loss. 


The rain acutely increased the 
distress of the storm sufferers. 
Most of the household goods moved 
in the trucks that were at the dis- 
posal of the \.Red Cross were rain- 
soaked. Saturday’s and yesterday’s 
rains appreciably increased the loss 
in home furnishings. The down- 
pour had the effect, also, of de- 
ciding those who had been réluc- 
tant to move, of the futility of 
clinging to their damaged homes 
and calls for help in moving poured 
into the new Red Cross headquar- 
ters at the Lindell cutoff. 

Many families that had not 
moved because they lacked the 
necessary cash for the usual 
month's rent in advance learned 
that the Red Cross would supply 
the money. In some instances, 
landlors refused to accept rent 
saying that one month’s rent. at 
least would be their contribution to 
relief. 

Mingling with the sight-seeing 
crowds yesterday were many build- 
ing contractors. Firms from out- 
side cities had their representa- 
tives on the ground and were pre- 
paring to bid for the large amount 
of reconstruction necessary to re- 
store the storm areca. ‘ 


Red Cross Flag Misused. 

Red Cross flags were every- 
where. They flew not only from 
the trucks that were upon  im- 
perative missions, especially after 
the rain set in, but from numerous 
private automobiles. Unfortunate- 
ly they did not always denote a 
mission of relief. It has been dis- 
covered that the emblem is being 
misused by sightseers. On the 
first day after the storm, the Red 
Cross .eagerly accepted offers of 
automobiles. Many of the volun- 
teers received their emblems and 
thereafter did not report for work. 
Today the order went out that the 
emblem be not recognized unless 
accompanied by a written identifi- 
cation. card, bearing the signat::-e 
of the Chief of Police. ' 

Occasionally a gusty wind of 
some force tossed loose bricks from 
th: wrecked buildings. In several] 
instances these narrowly missed 
persons in the crowd, which, how- 
ever seemed unconcerned with

SWAMP BUILDERS 


Industrial and Commercial 
Buildings Where Protec- 
tion to Equipment Is Es- 
sential Given Preference. 


With the opening of a new week, 
clearing of the skies and further 
removal of debris today, owners of 
hundreds of dwellings and com- 
mercial “ buildings ,famaged in 
Thursday’s tornado are besieging 
builders and architects to take up 
repairs or réconstruction, and the 
building industry is being swamped. 

Roof repairs and replacements 
particularly are in demand, since 
damage to roofs in many instances 
was the worst effect of the storm. 
There are numerous structures 
which must be examined to deter- 
mine whether they can be repaired 
or must be torn down and replaced 
with new ones. This is an impor- 


|} tant phase of the activities of the 


builders and architects. 
Pledge as to Charges. 

The Certified Builders’ Exchange 
of St. Louis, consisting of 65 
building concerns, adopted 4 reso- 
lution at a special meeting today 
urging all builders to pledge thems 
selves to a charge not to exceed 
cost plug 10-per cent for recon- 
struction.and repair work on 
homes of tornado victims. 

It was further suggested that a 
disinterested committee of con- 
tractors and architects be appoint- 
ed to investigate all estimates for 
storm damage repairs to insure 
fair dealing, and adds that any 
members of the exchange or other 
builder found guilty of profiteering 
will be expelled from or refused 
membership in the exchange for 
life. Added to this the resolution 
suggests discontinuance of trade 
with any material men who raise 
prices in this emergency. 

Will Furnish Estimates. 

The exchange is at 2315 Gravois 
avenue, where the secretary, N. 8S. 
Getlin, will furnish estimates on 
repairs to storm sufferers or check 
up on estimates made by other 
builders to determine if prices are 
fair. Members of the exchange 
have agreed to drop all new work 
and hold their forces in readiness 
for demands in the devastated 
area. The offite of the exchange 
will be open day and night for in- 


formation regarding building and, 


repairs and to investigate coms 
plaints of any overcharges. 

Congregations of a number cf 
the wrecked churches have ar- 
ranged for temporary meeting 
places, in which they have begus 
to gather to discuss rehabilitation. 

It is believed the city has suffi- 
cient building artisans available for 
the time being at least, without im- 
porting labor, especially since there 
has been some slackening of con- 
struction in recent months and men 
have been idle. This is the: view 
held at the Building Trades Council 
office and by State Labor Commis- 
sioner Hinkle, who came here to 
Survey the situation. Hinkle ad- 
vises artisans to stay away unless 
an Official call for them is made. 

Damage to roofs amounts to at 
least $500,000, it has been estimat- 
ed by Elmer L. Musick, president 
of the Master Roofers’ Association, 
after conferring with heads of the 
20 companies in the 6rggnization. 
First attention, he said, will be giv- 
en to repairing and replacing roofs 
of industrial and commercial build- 
ings to protect machinery and 
equipment and thus keep business 
going. Residence orders are being 
received, however, and earliest pos- 
sible attention is promised them. 

Experienced Roofers Needed. 

The demand exceeds the avail. 
able facilities, Musick declared, 
particularly as to the supply of 
skilled labor, and experienced roof- 
ers are being sought from other 
cities.

Material Supply Ample.

While the Red Cross is: supply- 
ing money for tHe first month's 
rent of new quarters, to families 
which are unable to pay, the land- 
lords and real estate agents, in a 
number of instances, have refused 
to accept rent at the outset. Some 
have canceléd the rent for the first 
month, and others have told the 
tenants they may take their time 
about paying.

The Speeding Automobile. 


Who can doubt but that the 
easy escape accounts for numer- 
ous crimes? Not the 3 to 7, or 
50-50, or even 7 to 3 chance in 
contest with the lav, but the open 
15 to 1 in the speeding automo- 
bile. * * * The criminal carefully 
plans his escape and usually, 15 
to 1, he does escape. * * * Rob- 
bery, larceny, and burglary are a 
comparatively safe business, free 
at the rate of 15 to 1, from legal 
obstructions and embarrassments. 

If we cannot get the criminal 
into court the court cannot deal 
with him. Manifestiiy, the courts 
of St. Louis cannot function in re- 
spect to 93 per cent of the crimes 
because 93 per cent of the perpe- 
trators are never brought within 
reach of the court's process. In 
order to convict and punish ¢ rob- 
ber you must first take the “pre- 
caution to catch him, 

With the exception of autome- 
bile thefts there has been no com- 
plaint heretofore in the rural dis- 
tricts of an unusual amount of 
crime, Only since the approaching 
completion of the highway system. 
has an increase been noted. 

Our proceedings in criminal 
cases are often compared to those 
of England, very much to our dis- 
paragement. England could hot 
convict 90 per cent of those who 
commit murder unless at least $0 
per cent of the murderers were 
caught. 


Home Rule for Police. 


The police in Missourt cities 
cannot cope with the situation. 
Not because the officers are inef- 
ficient, but because the system is 
inadequate. In the face of mod- 
ern ready means of escape, police 
methods are archaic. We use bows 
and arrows of capture againet ma- 
chine guns of escape. We had as 
well put efficient fox hounds te 
chasing eagles, The automobile, io 
aid of the surprise attack, fur- 
nishes an instrument of escape 
never before available to the rob- 
ber in this or any other country. 

I do not venture to suggest + hat 
changes in the system of policing 
cities would improve its effective- 
ness. © * * One thing seems cer- 
tain: Each city should have abse- 
lute control of its own affairs in 
that respect.

With Rear Admiral Magruder, whose recent pot- 
shot at the administration of naval affairs brought 
him on the carpet before Secretary Wilbur, it seems 
to have been a case of being sure he was right and 
then going ahead.

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A FITTING ACT. 


Those who are forever talking of the eternal fit- 
ness of things should get great encouragement out 
of the fact that the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad ‘ts 
just now conducting, at Baltimore, a Fair of the Iron 
Horse, for the purpose of commemorating the com- 
pletion of 100 years of railway progress.

The Right Way to 
Wash Knitted Things 


Knitted garments can be suc- 
cessfully washed and dried without 
shrinking if properly done. ‘Use 
lukewarm water for washing and 
rinsing and use good soap flakes. 
Do‘not twist or wring the garments. 
Squeeze and press through the suds 
and rinsing water with the hands. 

To be perfectly safe it is a wise 
precaution to measure the gar- 
ment before washing. It will be an 
easy matter to stretch and shape it 
according to the measurements. A 
clean cloth should be spread in an 
airy, shady spot and the garments 
placed on this, pulled into their 
original shapes and left to dry. 

When nearly dry sweaters. and 
etc.. may be put on hangers, being 
careful not to stretch them. and
